THE INDIAN ROADS CONGRESS. 

At the inaugural meeting of tke Indian Roads Congress held in December 

;1934, it was decided to form a permanent body to be known as the Indian 
Roads Congress with a regular membership aiid subscription. The necessary 
preliroinaries having been carried out it is no'W' possible to invite apphcations 
from, those wishing to join. 

2. The objects of the Congress ate generj^by to promote the science and 
practice of road construction and maintenam^e by annual meetings for the 
discussion of Papers and inspection of work? of interest. The proceedings 
of'the annual meeting, that is to say the Papers presented for discussion and 
the discussions thereon, will be issued free to ab members or associates and will 
be available on sale to other persons interested, 

3. The Congress will consist of two classes of_ constituents : Members 
■ and Associates. To qualify for membership, ^rn applicant must be a qualified 

Engineer actually employed in road construction or maintenance or in business 
connected theremth. Associates will be persons other than qualified engineers 
who are in the opinion of the General Coun(/il sufficiently closely concerned 
with road construction and maintenance or any allied businesses to justify 
their inclusion. The annual subscriptions afo — Members Rs. 10, Associates 
; R-s. 50. In addition, it is probable that when fhe Congress meets in Bangalore 
on the 5th January 1936, it will decide to impose an entrance fee equivalent 
to one year’s subscription which will then be called.

JtlEMORANpUM OF ASSOCIATION. 

1, Name . — The name of the society shall he " The Indian Roads Congress 

3 . Objects . — The objects of the Indian Roads Congress shall be — 

(a) to promote the science and practice of road building and main- 
tenance ; 

{h) to provide a channel for the expression of the collective opiiy'on 
of its members on matters affecting roads ; 

(c) to promote the use of standard specifications and, if necessary to 

propose specifications ; 

(d) to ad\nsc, where called upon, regarding educai-ion. experiment and 

research ; and 

(e) to liold periodical meetings, 

3. Income and p'operfy . — ^The income and property of the Society whence- 
soever derived shall be applied solely towards the promotion of the objects of 
the Societ}'- as herein set forth and no portion thereof shall be paid or trans- 
ferred or distributed directly or indirectly byway of dividend, bonus or interest 
or otherwise howsoever, b}" wa}' of profit to the members of the Society. 


Articles of Association. 

1. Number of Persons . — For the puipose of registration under the tSocicties 
Registration Act (No. XXI of 18G0) the number of persojis forming the Society 
shall be unlimited.

transport vehicles, as to render their admission ns associates desirable.

13. General Council. — The General Council .shall consist of 

(1) The Chief Engineer in charge of roads of each Presidency or Gover- 

nor’s Province. 

(2) The Engincer-in-Chief, Army Hciadquartcrs. 

(3) The Chief Engineer, Central Public Worhs Department. 

(4) The Consulting Engineer to the Governraent of India (Hoads). 

(C) Tliicc Chief Engineers in charge of roads i? States vdiich will have 
direct representation (qualifications to be determined). 

(G) Two represcntative.s of other States to be elected at the time of 
each annual meeting hy the Mcmbci-s and Associates resident in 
such States present and voting at the meeting. These two to 
hold office for two years. 

(7) Six representatives of husiiie.ss interests who being cithci members 
or associates shall be elected at the lime of each annual ineetmg 
by the members and as.sociatcs representing business interests 
present and voting' at the annual meeting. Two of these six 
shall retire each year in rotation. They will normally serve for 
three years but two of the fsi.x elected to the Council on the first 
occasion shall relire after one year and two more after two Jem'S, 
the names of those who shall retire at the end of one year and two 
yeans respectively shall be determined by lot.

— The President or in his absence or by his ex- 
pressed wish a Vice-President or a member of the General Council shall preside 
at all meetings and sessions of the Society. The Chairman for the time being 
shall have power to preserve, order and to require any member who has 
spoken for more than ten minutes at any time or who has already, in the 
opinion of the Chiarman, had sufficient opportunity to state his views, to re- 
sume his seat. 


6. Toting at meetings. — ^I^'otcs at any meeting may be taken by a sliow 
of hands or by ballot in the discretion of the Chairman. 

7. Postal referendum. — IVhen any matter has to be decided by referendum 
; the General Council shall arrange for the issue to all memhors and associates 
/ at their registered address (o) a memorandum stating the point or points at 

issue and (b) a voting card returnable by a date to be stated, not less tlian 
3 thirty days from the date of posting. The General Council shall appoijlt a 
'l?crutmeer or scrutineers to examine and count the voting cards ns soon as may 
"be possible after the appointed date of return and the scrutineer or scnitincer.B 
shall report the result to the General Council. No card received after the ap- 
pWted date shall be counted.

r 8, Record of procecdings^la) The proceedings of all meetings shall be 
recorded under the |'oTder|fJ^^ the General Council, Copies of the record 
of t‘he remarks made b 3 ’’|^iily member or associate will he provided to him 
for correction as soon u.S'Tcasonably possible after the session at -which the 
renkirks •were made. If these arc returned within 30 days of despatch they 
will be ^incorporated 'in .the\piibliahcd proceedings. If they are not returned 
within 30 days the editor of the proceedings shall, under the general instruc- 
tions of the General' Council, have power to malce such additions and correc- 
tions to the recorded remarlcs of any member or associate as may be neces- 
sary in his judgment to secure an accurate record. Likewise the editor shsll 
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under tlie gonoinl control of the General Connell, have poivcr to reject addi- 
tions or corjcctinns whicli in Ids judgment do not represent vdiat the member 
or associate said, (h) Any memher or associaie whether present during 
the discussion or not nuiy send in to the editor within 30 days of the discussion 
any comments on the subject-matter of any paper aiid such comments may, 
in tlic discretion of tlie editor, he included in the record of the proceedings 
under 'a separate lie.ad entitled “Correspondence”. 

0. I'vhUratioU'i.—lh addition to the proceedings of mimial meetings the 
Coimeil sliall have power to issue any other piiWications likely m the opinion 
of the Oemnnl Coimeil to jironioto the objeets of the Society : to accept adver- 
tisementv on pavmeiif for insertion in any jniblication ; to fix tlie pi ice of any 
publication; and to dcteimine wliellui any iniblieation slmll be bsued to 
ineiiibei-s and ji'-^ociates fiee of cost oi at a lediiced cost. Piovidcd that tlic 
proceedings of the annual meeting shall be hsued to all members and associ- 
ato.s fioe of co^t.
